The bureau said that the av­ 
erage weekly take-home pay 
of 
12.6 
trillion 
production 
workers dropped 16 cents last 
month. 
This followed the b u reau ’s re ­

consum er 
p r i c e s 
dropped L l percent from Jan . 
15 to Feb. 15, the greatest tum ble 
in nine years. 
The BLS index at that tim e, 
however, still stood at 169 p e r­ 
cent of the p iew a r average.

FLYING A KITE 
THE recent news yields the information 
that one of the records of achievement for 
which there is some competition in various 
parts of the nation is that of flying a 
kite 
longer than anyone else has done it. There 
are claimants to the housewife kite flying 
record and the men s kite 
flying 
record, 
and no doubt some others will turn up. 
The scoffer may toss these reports aside 
and declare that he. for one. can find som e­ 
thing m o r e m e fu l to do than flying a 
kite 
night and day for 5fi hours, or whatever the 
record is. But as he turns on the light 
to 
finish reading the paper, he might consid­ 
er what grea* things Ben Franklin started 


b y flying a kite. 
As he checks the weather forecast for to­ 
morrow he might give a thought to the in­ 
numerable meteorological instru rn e n t s 
which have been carried aloft, day a f t e r 
day, by kites. And there is the legend of a 
Korean general of centuries ago who, faced 
with the problem of getting his a r m y across 
a stream, first sent a kite across to carry 
a cord, which was used to pull a rope, with 
which a cable was drawn over to form the 
basis of a bridge.

ON MAKING A BEI) 
IT IS noted in the recent news that, in the 
interest of economy, a couple of hundred

ure appointed by the President and

confirmed by the Senate, but they operate 
on their own in accordance with broad leg­ 
islation giving them their origin. 


These independent regulatory 
agencies 
are: Interstate Commerce Commis s I o n, 
Federal Reserve Board, Federal T r a d e ( 
Commission, Federal Power Commission, j 
Securities and Exchange Commission, Fed- j 
eral Communications Commission, Nation- 
al Labor Relations Board, United 
States 
Maritime Commission, Civil 
Aeronautics 
Board. 


These commissions regulate the 
r a i 1- 
roads and other carriers, shipping, c i v i l 
aviation, electrical and gas utilities, 
tele­ 
phone, telegraph and radio, money 
a n d 
credit and exchange, trade and labor prac­ 
tices. The field is wide; the authority great. 
Regulation, however, is not control. These 
comm issions have never been granted con­ 
trol of any business activities. 


The m em bers serve for longer per i o d s 
than the President of the United S t a t e s . 
“ On three commissions, the m e m b e r s 
serve for five-year terms; 
on 
two, 
t h e 
terms are six years; on three others, 
the 
terms are seven years; and the fede r a t 
reserve board 
m e m b e r s have 14-year 
term s’ 
Most of the commissions a r e bi­ 
partisan by statute, although in r e c e n t 
years Republicans of doubtful partisanship 
have been appointed. 


In a few' specific instances, the President 
has been granted legislative authority 
to 
set aside decisions of these indepen d e n t 
commissions, but generally they 
function 
as though they were not integrated in 
the 
policy and responsibility of the g o v e r n - 
ment. 


Similarly, the courts exercise c e r t a i n 
powers of review, particularly to 
require 
the commissions to remain within the law- 
creating them. Under a system known 
as 
administrative law, it has become custom ­ 
ary for Washington bureaucrats to Ie g i s- 
late by decree. They arrogate powers which 
Congress never gave them and read 
into 
legislation their private decisions. Admin­ 
istrative law* is a bad operation because it 
is confusing and can produce administra­ 
tive tyranny. 


However, as a Hoover task force points 
out. the most important restraint 
u p o n , 
these commissions is their annual necess­ 
ity to come before Congress for appropria­ 
tions. Without funds they cannot function. 
An appropriate congressional 
committee, 
investigating the needs of a commission for 
money, may review' the conduct of the c o m - ! 
mission and its m em bers. An active 
con­ 
gressional committee, particu I a r I y 
its 
chairman, can hold a commission in 
line 
Such a body as the Interstate Commerce 
Commission usually performs accord i n g 
to law and is no bother to Congress; such a 
body as the Federal Communications Com­ 
mission often gets out of bounds and needs j 
constant checking. It is largely a question 
of personnel. Some men, when they get on

Two objectives brought these 
com m issions into being, although 
often they have moved far be­ 
yond them.

The theoretical basis of this sy s ­ 
tem is free and active com p eti­ 
tion, an avoidance of m onopolies 
and cartels and of such unfair 
and devious practices which give 
to one group an undue advantage 
over another. 
The other is to prevent pro­

ness from deceiving, confusing 
and abusing the A m erican peo­ 
ple, The Federal Trade C om m is­ 
sion, for instance, prevents lies 
in advertising; 
the S e c u r i t i e s ! 
and E xchange C om m ission exists 
to prevent dishonesty 
in

change transactions. 
Both objectives can only be at-1 
tamed by police activities on the 
part of the state and r e q u i r e ; 
constant 
scrutiny.

Hoover task force says: “ T h e 
delegation of discretionary pow­ 
er to regulate private business 
activities creates certain 
basic 
problem s in ensuring that regu ­ 
lation is adm inistered fairly and 
so as not to im pede operations 
unduly. “ The independent regu­ 
latory com m ission is thus a c o m ­ 
bined legislative, executive and 
judicial body.
